The third year of the great war has 
begun, On all fronts the hostile forces 
are locked in deadly embrace, All that 
bas occurred before is only a prelude 
to what is now going on, and = muat 
continue until. decision is reached. 
Whichever party slackens their effort 
first is defeated, It is therefore neces- 
sary as never before that every avail- 
able man should be on the firing line 
and fully equipped with the latest en- 
sinery of destruction, Until now ex- 
cuses might be necepted, but from this 
time forward results are all that count. 
The allied arms are achieving a meas- 
ure of success, but ic is criminal folly 
to assume that the victory is won, We 
have too often been content with pa- 
per victories in the past. We are too 
fond of calculations as to what is hap- 
pening to the enemy, instead of center- 
{ng our attention and effort on making 
things happen to him. We have built 
reat hopes on his exhaustion, But we 
have not taken sufficient account of 
the possibilities of exhaustion of our- 
selves and allies, It is as necessary that 
we should handle our’ resources of 
men, money and materials, judiciously 
and thriftily as it is that our soldiers 
should be brave and well equipped, 
Unless every man is efficient and ef- 
ficlentiy equipped, supplied and suyp- 
ported we are not doing our best to 
win the war, There is no room for 
waste of money by political patronage 
nor for encouragement of inefficiency 
by the exercise of political pull, 

Canadians are given to self-congra- 
tulation on the brave showing our 
country has made, Certainly our peo- 
ple have shown an admirable spirit of 
patriotic devotion and sacrifice, But at 
the present stage and under present 
conditions the question is not so much, 
What we have done, as What more can 
we do? After all, have we really done 
—and are we doing—-all that we could 
ond should do, On New Yeur's day 
the Premier announced that Canada 
Would raise a force of half a million 
men to take part in the war, This wie 
renerally accepted as a fair measure 
of Canada's ability to raise a military 
force for present purposes and under 
present conditions, That was nearly 
eleht months ago, and the total en- 
rollment to date is 358,000. Kut the 
total enrollment is greater than the 
uetual force available by the number 
of men discharged for various causes, 
not the result of service in the fleld. 
in March last the premier stated thit 
such cases termed ‘wastage’ as dis- 
tinguished from “casualties number- 
ed over 20,000, Assuming that subse- 
yuent enlistments show a proportion: 
ate “wastage” the total must now be 
in the nefynborhood of 30,000, We 
have no right 40 count as members of 
the overseas forces men who have 
been discharged because it was consid- 
ered undesirable that they should go 
overseas, The men enlisted and retain- 
ead for service to date are not more 
than 380,000, This is a splendid show- 
ing; but we do not do well to deceive 
ourselves, 330,000 is not 360,000, and it 
Is 170,000 short of the half milliqn 
promised by the Premier of Canada 
nearly elght months ago, The allles 
bre hammering at all fronts, They need 
all the men they can get. When even 
Vortugal is being asked for a contin- 
gent,—-and 1s sending one—there is 
no excuse for the idea that 600,000 
from Canada are not needed or need- 
ed now, 

The government has reached the 
conclusion that the methods of secur- 
ing enlistmentg hitherto followed are 
not equal to the task of raising the 
men needed, and has decided to in- 
troduce what is termed a modified | 
system of registration, Specially ap- 
pointed officials are to decide who 
should not be asked to enlist, whether 
by reason of physical condition, oceu- 
pation or business contingency, These 
are to be given a distinguishing badge. 
All who do not wear this badge are to 
be considered ‘slackers"” and are avatl- 
able for the efforts of recruiting of- 
ficers and agents, The government has 
struck upon a good many unfortunate 
ideas in connection with the raising 
and equipping of men for the war, but 
this is probably the most unfortunate. 
Even if the government conduct of 
war matters had been shown to be free 
from political bias, it would not be 
right to place in the hands of a tem- 
porary political appointee the un- 
checked power to exempt or discredit} 
whom he pleased, But with the goy- 
ernment’s record before’ the coun- 
try, to expect anything but diserimin- 
ation of the most atrocious kind under 
such a system, weuld be to expect 
honey out of a carcass, A somewhat 
similar system was tried out in Eng:

Votes For Soldiers If 
They Vote For Bowser

Proceedings are now going forward 
in the Canadian military camps in 
England for polling the votes of Bri- 
tish Columbia soldiers in the forth- 
coming provincial elections. The 
Bowser Act for polling the votes of 
soldiers overseas follows the lines of 
the Dominion Act for the same pur- 
pose, The British Colunibia provin- 
clal elections will be a practical try- 
out as to whether the votes of the 
soldiers can be successfully counted 
for the candidates of the government 
that has all control of the voters and 
of the votes as they are qualified, cast 
and counted. It is, of course, possible 
that the procedure may be so raw 48 
to react on the party responsible, as in 
the case of the by-election in  Mac- 
donald, Manitoba, where the Roblin 
government jailed men without war- 
rant before the election, and released 
thein without trial after it was over, 
But, as in the case of the Macdonald 
election, it may answer the purpose at 
the time. Premier Bowser made a 
bad start if he meant fair play, when 
he sent Welsh, convicted of taking 
money from the Vancouver School 
Board for Conservative party purposes, 
to be in control of the polling in Eng- 
land. The Victoria Times reports 
that already Welsh has made himself 
so objectionable at Shorncliffe that, in 
response to a protest, ex-Premier Me- 
Bride, who is now commissioner for 
British Columbia in England, ordered 
him to absent himself, A list of Liberal 
candidates was recently sent to a 
Liberal agent in London, with the re- 
quest to have it printed and distributed 
at Bramshott and Shorncliffe, A cable 
in reply was received stating that dis- 
tribution of the list was positively 
prohibited, At the same time Welsh, 
although not present, was circular- 
izing sergeants at Bramshott, The 
polling of the soldiers’ votes overseas 
will come as near the true Tory ideal 
of what an election ought to be as can 
be reached in this world.

“The pariiamentaty committec su- 
bervising the reconstruction of the 
Parliament building was in further 
conference this morning, but after a 
two hour sitting adjourned until to- 
morrow, owing, it is said, to the 
absence today of Hon. Robert Rogers 

“At yesterday's meeting of the joint 
committee supposed to have in charg: 
the reconstruction of the parliament 
building, Hon, Robert Rogers -presid- 
ed as chairman, The other members

R, Lemieux, 

“The chief bone of contention was 
the tearing down of the walla which 
Architects Pearson and Marchand 
said in their first report were worth 
$2,000,600 and could be reuser. 

“It will be recalled that Hon. Mr. 
Rogers invited representatives of the 
press to visit the ruins early last month 
and explained to them why he had 
given orders to have the walls torn 
down, adding at the same time that 
the older members of the committee 
had approved of his action. 


Denies Responsibility. 


“Yesterday Mr. Rogers stated to the 
meeting that he was not responsible 
for the tearing down of the walls, and 
that the architects would have to ox- 
plain the disappearance of the parti- 
ally destroyed building. The archi- 
tects were called, and it is understood 
gave two reasons fur razing the walls 
—first, that the members of parliia- 
ment had approved of their doing so, 
and secondly that tho walls had to 
come down in any event as the work- 
manship was found to be defective. 

“It is understood that the Liberal 
members of the committee warmly re: 
sented the architects’ statement that 
the members. of parliament bad ap- 
proved the tearing down ot the wails. 
Asked why they did not report to the 
committee the discovery of aliexed de- 
fects in the walls before proceeding 
with their demolition, the archi. «ts 
are said not to havo made a satisfuc- 
tory reply. 

“As announced in th!« inorning’s 
Citizen, a motion was pro;.s.sed by the 
Liberal memvers of the committee to 
pay the Lyall Company for the work 
of tearing down the old building and 
to invite public tenders for the new 
building. This was stoutly opposed 
by Hon. Robert Rogers, Hon. Dr. Reid 
aud Hon, Mr. Blondin, and the matter 
was Jaid over until today's meeting. 


Rumors of Resignations. 


“Up to the hour of going to press 
the Citizen was unable to confirm 
rumors that the motion to call for 
tenders had been defeated at today’s 
meéting, and that the Liberal members 
would resign from the committee, 

“The Citizen also learns that an at- 
tempt was made yesterday to have the 
committee approve the use of stone 
from the Tyndall quarries near Win- 
hipeg. These quarries are owned dy 
a company, of which Contractor Wm 
Lyall is president. If the Tyndall 
stone is adopted for the new parlia- 
ment building in preference to Stam- 
tead granite, Indiana limostonc, native 
marb!e and native limestone, the Lyall 
Company will under their contract 
with Mr. Rogers be paid not only eight 
per cent. on the cost of getting out the 
stones, but also eight per cent. on the 
cost of hauling it 1,200 miles from 
Winnipeg to Ottawa. They will be 
similarly favored by the use of ‘sam '- 
stone from the Wallace quarries 14 
Nova Scotia, which are also owned by 
the company of which Contractor Wim, 
Lyall is president.” 

No statement has been given out by 
the committee, either by way of con- 
firmation or denial of the allegations 
in the Citizen, but it is expected that 
a statement will be made subsequent to 
the meeting to be hela on Wednesday 
morning.

BRITISH GAINS 
ASTOUNDING IN 
VIEW OBSTACLES 


Marvel of Somme Battle is That 
Advance Has Been Made so 
Rapidly 


With the British Armies in the Field, 
Sunday, Aug. 20 (via London, Aug 22) 
~-(By Philip Gibbs)-—It is quite im- 
possible to understand the progress of 
the British advance since July 1st 
Without being familiar with the 
“round over which this has been mace 
and the local conditions of fighting on 
the present front, Many people won- 
der, I dare say, at the various pauses 
in the victorious progress of the Brit- 
{sh troops and look forward day by 
duy to more smashing blows and great- 
er strides over the adversary’s ground, 

To me the wonder of this battle Is 
that the British should have got on so 
fer and so fast. When one has seen the 
retwork of German trenches,  the'r 
mreat systems of underground galler- 
fes, their machine gun redoubts, 
against which if even only one gun 
is left, it is sometimes diffleult to ad- 
vance, and the power of their artillery, 
which is able to barrage a strip of 
which the British have to 
is astounding that the Brit- 
ish could have forced the Germans 
back from stronghold after strong- 
hold and gained thelr wey to the high 
rositions of Pozleres ride, 

Devilish Souvenirs. 

The German is beginning to leave - 
lot of litle things behind htm, even if 
he abandons a trench In a hurry. This 
is a new dodge. One invention whieh 
rus come into his fertile imagination 
ix the man trap, which he sets outside 
his parapet or tnside a shell hole on 
the way to it. As soon as one of the 
Pritish soldiers set foot in it, it closes 
abouc his leg with a terrific bite and 
brings him down like a log. 

Another litle device in deviltry is the 
“tortoise bomb,” it looks Ilke a tortoise 
if you happen to see it, which you do 
not in the dark, and it stands on four 
little legs. 

They waggle a little, but should it be 
unwarily touched it may detonate uv 
bomb and blow a man to bits. 

Heroic Pighting. 

There was some herole fighting Fri- 
day afternoon along the road which 
runs trom Highwood to Delville wood. 
The heroes of this fight were ordercd 
to take this road with the troops on 
thelr right ana Iieft, and in spite of 
shell holes on the way and heavy mi- 
chine gun fire sweping down on them,
